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This Advisory Action is responsive to Applicant's response filed September 9, 2002. 

Applicant's response will be entered upon timely filing of a Notice of Appeal and an 
Appeal Brief Applicant's arguments therein have been fully considered, however they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant submits that the Zonyl reference describes a different flinction for the 
fluoropolymer particles as compared with the Serpico reference. This is not persuasive, 
however, in view of both references employing fluoropolymer particles ^„a cogting additive 
within an aqueous dispersion. Additionally, it is asserted that the Zonyl reference was relied 
upon as a basis for obviousness in employing a smaller particle size for the fluoropolymer 
particles already disclosed within Serpico' s invention for reasons such as increased dispersion 
stability and decreased surface tension. 

Arguments against the Zonyl particles in Applicant's invention not performing the role of 
a binder (unlike in Serpico wherein the fluoropolymer particles are alleged to melt-flow and coat 
the catalyst particles) are not persuasive, as limitations precluding such melt-flow and coating of 
the catalyst particles are outside the scope of the present claims.
